From the Cupltol at Washing¬ 
ton io tht fhr Paclflc coast the Freal- 
dent of the United Blatoe has •—r 
aayed os lha moat onnaosl expedlllon 
•rar sndartaken by a chief executive 
of the nation. 

To discuss national qneatlooa, many 
prealdsnto hare toured the land; but 
far. Wilson la laying before America 
a question which affects the whole 
world—the qneatfon of whether or not 
we are to Join In the league ot Na¬ 
tion,; whether we are to forget our 
former Isolation and ahare with the 
other people! of the earth the reepon- 
■Ihllttlea of maintaining civilisation 
and preventing, as he says we can do, 
future warfare. 

Between the capital and the coast 
the president made fifteen apeechee 
and half a dosen brief talks. All of 
100,000 fellow clllsena listened to him. 
Several millions had the chance to see 
him, and apparently everyone wanted 
to seo him, from those who thronged 
the .itmta of the cttles and town, 
where he stopped, to those who came 
to the ratlalda or stood at little deg 
stations tn remote places, knowing 
their only reward could bo a fleeting 
glimpse and a wave of the hand 

He has met and talked to all types 
of cltliens— to men big In the busl- 
nee,. financial and proterslonal worlds, 
to farmers and mechanical workers, 
to Indians and cowboys and foreign- 
horn herders and rangers, to soldiers 
and to mothers who lost soldier-eons 
In the late war. 

What do they all tell him? unani¬ 
mously they say they wnnt peace 
definitely settled, they went no more 
ware, the; want the League of Na¬ 
tions. end moat of the American peo¬ 
ple, It may be fairly said, letl the 
President they want the League Just 
aa It la, wlthont the reservations or 
amendments which certain senators 
have Insisted upon. The majority of 
clUien, say to those who Interview 
them on thle tour: 

"Woodrow Wilson guided ua rightly 
before and during the war with Ger¬ 
many We entered that war, every¬ 
one agrees, to end all Turn. Ho saye 
the league can do that We want to 
do that, so let ue keep on trusting him 
and get the league Into operation as 
soon aa possible. Forget politics " 

Moat Americans encountered on the 
tour have forgotten politics. Repub. 
Ilcan Governor, and Mayors have In¬ 
troduced tho President to ble audi¬ 
ence; the Major part of tho local com¬ 
mittees which have met him have 
beeu Republicans. They have ell said: 
"We are nothing but Americans, Mr. 
President." 

Mr. Wilson’s arguments for the 
league, briefly aummartxed, ere those: 

There can be no peace, either now 
or In the future, without 1L There 
can only he a regrouping of nations 
and * new "Balance of Power,” which 
Is certain to lead to war. There can 
be no war In tho future, with the 
league In existence, because no single 
nation would defy the united rest of 
mankind, and If It did, tt could be 
brought to terms by an economic 
boycott, and without tho use of arms 

There can be no reduction In the 
coat of living until tho league Is ea 
tabUsbed. for nations will not go 
ahead with peace lime production un. 
Ul they know that peace la definitely 
assured and that production of war 
material Is no longer necessary. 

There can be wonderful, prosperity, 
with the league tn existence, for rel- 
aUons ot labor and capital all over 
the world will be made clotrr and 
more friendly, and the worker will re¬ 
ceive a fairer share of whet be pro¬ 
duces. 

These declarnUon ot the president, 
logically and eloquenUy put, have left 
his hearers thinking and thlnklug 
deeply And then Mr. Wilson has 
pointed out. the people themselves, as 
differentiated from senators and point- 
clans, seem to want Just what the 
president wants, which la America for 
leadership.
